a  letter  from  3am  i'^emiano  in  v/hich  he 
rejoiced  tlri^^t  Father  Basil  iiullivan  and 
Lee  Higgins  carried  the  day  at  the  Con- 
ference v/ith  the  good  old  moral  approach. 
I  am  not  comriitting  my i- elf  as  yet. 

I  am  presuming  from  your  letter  that 
you  approve  the  idea  of  getting  the 

Dead  Sea  manuscript  material.  Hence, 
if  I  do  not  hear  from  you  to  the  con- 
trary, I  shall  get  the  volume  published 
here  in  Jerusalem  before  I  leave  in  June.

The  BARTH£Lfa:MEy-4aLIK  book  published  at 
Oxford  is  going  into  a  2nd  edition  so 
we  mic^ht  as  well  wait  for  it,  if  you 
have  not  already  ordered.   You  might 
also  add  to  the  desirable  list  ABEL, 
Geographie  de  la  Palestine,  Gabalda, 
Paris,  Etudes  Bibliques.   I  know  of 
nothing  better  for  biblical  topography 
and  onoraasticon.   I  have  Smith,  but  it 
is  more  historical  and  narrative,  in 
the  best  English  humanistic  tradition, 
but  Abel  is  more  infoiTir-tive.   Gabalda 
is  also  reprinting  Alio,  Les  Epitres 
aux  Cortinthiens,  in  a  limited  number. 
I  am  not  sure  v/hether  v/e  have  it ;  if 
not,  we  should  try  to  get  in  on  this 
reprint.   I  hate  to  b  e  ordering-  so  much 
in  foreign  languages  but  the  truth  of 
the  matter  is,  the  English  Catholic 
world  is  sadly  lacking  in  solid  scien- 
tific Scripture  studies.  Those  that  are 
capable  of  producing  such  studies  are 
too  busy  to  v;rite  and  those  that  do 
write  are  usually  too  old  and  conser- 
vative to  profit  from  the  nev/  liberty 
given  Scripture  studies  by  the  encyclical 
Divino  iVf flint e  Spiritu.   As  Dyson  used 
to  toll  us  in  Home,  the  Church  doesn't 
need  that  kind  of  defense.   It  is  that 
gap  betv/een  Seminary  teaching  of  the 
last  fifty  years  and  the  new  direction 
given  Scripture  studies  since  1943  by 
Divino  Afflante  which  is  going  to  pre- 
sent me  with  some  difficult  pedagogical 
problems.   I  am  :^ure  Father  Jilliam 
i^oach  would  consider  me  a  heretic  and

Father  Francis  Firth  might  have  some 
scruples  about  me,  but  that  is  all  for 
next  Fall,  so  vje   shall  wait  and  see. 
BALDI  is  not  available  in  Jerusalem  {I 
sav/  Father  Baldi's  ovm  copy)  so  I  shall 
leave  it  for  you  to  order. 

"^his  morning.  Father  Milik,  the  same  as 
cibove,  took  a  few  of  us  to  the  museum 
to  show  us  the  work  being  done  in  pre- 
paring the  manuscript  material  for  pub- 
lication.  It  v/as  most  interesting  but 
I  don't  know  how  many  of  the  team  will 
go  crazy  before  the  job  is  finished. 
Bartheleray,  O.P.,  same  as  above,  is 
finit>hed  now;  Stragnell,  an  Knglishraim, 
is  almost  played  out;  and  Milik,  a 
moody  Pole  himself,  who  is  head  of  the 
team,  gives  one  theimpression  that  he 
mi/^ht  not  last  too  long  himself.   I 
hope  not,  because  he  is  a  very  fine 
chap,  LMid   very  brilliant. 

There  is  nothing  more  of  interest  to  re- 
port from  this  corner  of  the  world,  ex- 
cept that  a  new  cave  of  manuscripts  has 
been  discovered  by  the  Bedouin  but  no 
announcement  is  to  be  given  to  the  press 
until  all  the  material  is  safely  in  the 
hands  of  the  proper  authorities,  in 
order  to  avoid  clandestine  buying.  Father 
DeVaux  and  Hr.  Harding,  the  Director  of 
Antiquities,  are  excavating  the  cave 
now.  The  antiquarians  who  act  as  middle- 
men for  the  Bedouin  have  enlarged  as  high 
as  one  pound  per  square  centimetre,  so

the  problem  of  funds  is  a  considerable 
one.  We  shall  visit  the  v/hole  area  of 
the  discoveries  in  the  month  of  Fiarch.

Dear  Fr.  Scollard: 

Thank  you  very  much  for  the  news  about 
the  confreres  and  also  for  the  posters 
advertising  the  Basilian  Fathers.  They 
are  very  good  and  are  on  display  in  the 
class-rooras.  Father  Coyle  did  not  want 
any  definite  amount  of  vocation  liter- 
ature and  will  send  for  more  if  he  finds 
use  for  it. 

We  have  about  three  boys  interested  in 
St.  Thoifias  More,  t}iough  none  seems  novi- 
tiate minded.   One  boy  now  at  3t.  Augus- 
tine's for  the  diocese  might  possibly 
decided  toswitch  iMter  on,  fron  some 
casual  remarks  he  made  the  ias^  time  I 
saw  him.  Four  boys  are  heading  for  the 
local  seminary  so  far,  though  none  has 
mentioned  or  sho\m  signs  of  the  Basil- 
ian way  of  life.   As  I  mentioned  at 
Christm^xs  to  someone  I  think  our  place 
is  more  a  feeder  for  ;it.  Thomas  More 
than  as  one  directly  to  the  Novitiate, 
at  least  in  general.   The  high  school 
course  here  leaves  much  to  be  desired 
in  preparation  for  the  eastern  univer- 
sity courses  and  some  further  prepar- 
ation is  necessary  before  good  work  can

be  done  there  •  Hov»^ever  the  odd  student 
may  appear  whose  plans  lead  strictly  to 
us.  With  the  condition  of  the  diocese 
as  it  is  nov/  any  attempt  to  pres.iure 
candidates  av/ay  from  the  senrdnary  v/ould 
cause  much  friction,  though  it  is  not 
bein^;  neglected. 

As  to  the  voccition  booth,  I  consulted 
the  others  and  the  opinion  is  that  we 
have  no  accommodation  for  it  in  the 
school.  You  have  little  idea  of  the 
crowded  conditions  here,  no  gym,  no 
space  even  for  proper  eating  of  snacks, 
lunches,  etc.  So  we  think  it  would  have 
little  or  no  chance  of  valuable  display. 

Rumors  are  flying  concerning  a  new  high 
school.  The  fact  of  a  new  one  is  def- 
inite, the  location  is  in  doubt.  Ru- 
mor nov/  points  to  a  property  now  held 
by  the  Providence  oisters  even  closer 
to  our  house  than  the  present  school. 
We  pray  that  they  iiiay  be  true  bince  the 
alternative  is  cominuting  to  a  distnat 
part  of  the  city. 

Poor  Father  ^orrigan.  There  seems  no 
end  of  his  troubles.  Father  Jood's 
treatment  alarms  us  since  it  seems  to 
indicate  cancer. 

V/e  feted  the  bishop  lately  on  his  twen- 
tieth anniversary  as  bishop.  A  dinner 
at  vfhich  I  was  forced  to  convey  greet- 
ings from  the  regulars  of  the  diocese. 
I  trust  I  did  not  sViame  the  Basilians.

Dear  Bob: 

At  last  your  letter  is  being  answered. 
There  is  not  much  news  from  here  fit 
for  pubiication  but  I'll  sand  it  for 
what  it's  worth. 

Outside  the  usual  local  appointments. 
Father  Gregoire  is  looking  after  the 
Nav}^,  officially  a  member  of  the  naval 
reserve.  Father  i^urceii  continues  to 
serve  the  Air  Force.  Those  I  think 
are  the  only  ones  i/hich  could  be  pub- 
lir>hed  in  the  news.   /e  have  about  240 
boys  in  high  sciiool,  not  a  world-shak- 
ing fact. 

The  plans  go  on  apace  for  the  school. 
Since  it  is  a  school  board  venture  we 
have  only  a  consultative  vote  in  what 
is  to  be.  Thev  plan  sixteen  clnssrooms, 
^ym  and  auditorium  combined;  shop  and 
cafeteria.  To  be  a  U  shaped  structure, 
brick  construction  to  match  the  new 
cathedral  uhich  is  quite  close.

Till 
then  I  was  living  out  of  a  suitcase  in 
a  room  Bob  Montague  left  full  of  his 
stuff.   I  understand  you  have  the  Chel- 
sea Annual  there  and  that  it  has  even 
been  read  at  table  but  I  shall  throw  a 
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couple  of  copies  into  the  package  (it 
isn^t  selling  v/ell  although  the  alamnl 
are  really  pushing  it;  one  of  their 
gimriicks  is  to  mriil  it  G.O.D.  to  foi'mer 
graduates,  a  sort  of  gentle  extortion 
that  might  finance  the  St.  Basil's 
i)eminary  Occasional  Papers  if  their 
existence  is  ever  jeopardised  by  fin- 
ancial problems.)  Those  that  have  ap- 
peared so  far  —  The  Occasional  Papers 
—  have  been  most  impressive.  I  imagine 
that  Basilians  everywhere  have  been  re- 
vising their  irieas  about  the  Seminary 
and  the  calibre  of  work  being  done  there 
as  much  as  have  the  older  men  out  here. 

News  here  is  not  really  at  flood  tide. 
The  ^^ri nd  of  teaching  is  the  same  as  in 
most  places.   I  haven't  really  done  any 
library  work  except  to  keep  periodicals 
coming  and  order  the  odd  urgently  needed 
book.  Besides  the  tliree  courses,  Newman 
work,  chaplaincy  to  the  old  folks,  etc. 
I  spend  all  ray  time  pretty  well  on  pre- 
paration. I  have  been  to  a  couple  of 
Saskatchewan  Library  Association  meet- 
ings —  one  devoted  to  a  *Uke'  poet  by 
the  name  of  Ivor  Franko  and  the  other 
a  Friday  ainner  for  v/illard  Ireland 
where  chicken  was  served  and  I  made  do 
with  carrots  and  potatoes.  Dean  Leddy 
was  made  a  Knight  of  Malta  recently  and 
will  probably  go  East  some  time  to  be 
invested  v/ith  the  dignity.   He  is  a 
charming  person  much  interested  in  lib- 
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raries  and  their  v/ork*  He  helped  me 
trace  dov n  a  reference  expression  that 
had  APi:elt  and  head  librarian  at  the 
Saskatoon  Public  Library  baffled*  It 
was  the  Cockney  phrase,  ^Bob's  your 
\incle-*  which,  wc  v/ere  able  to  inforai 
the  perplexed  refex^ence  specialists, 
raeans  everything's  all  right,  don't 
vrorry  • 

The  new  building  which  we  are  now  in  has 
j'aany  inconveniences  and  exhibits  all  the 
defects  of  a  place  that  has  been  the  pet 
project  of  several  conflicting  person- 
alities.  In  time  and  vath  additions, 
rearrar^ements  and  compromises  it  may 
be  all  right*  Of  course  itJc  incompar- 
ably roomier  than  the  old  place  bat  not 
really  more  convenient  as  people  here 
will  begin  to  discover.  Already  they 
knov/  about  things  that  incompetent  archi- 
tecting  has  done  like  not  having  a  clock 
on  t}ie  Day-Night  therfnostat  so  that  is 
either  too  hot  or  too  cold  unless  Father 
Durns  sets  the  laanual  control,  and  like 
not  insulating  the  pipes  so  that  tlie 
cold  water  is  alv/ays  hot,  heat  w'asted, 
etc.  l>uch  things  are  not  the  fault  of 
Basilicji  planning  but  of  Siaall  town 
contractors,  and  they  can  be  remedied. 
But  others  are  More  our  f?iult.  There 
are  no  doorbells,  no  method  of  controll- 
ing or  even  iaeeting  visitors,  no  way  of 
taking  phone-calls  on  the  first  floor, 
no  way  for  tihe  kitchen  people  to  order 
groceries  by  phone;  all  of  these  because 
of  the  ahir-brained  schece  of  putting 
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the  sv/itchboard  in  the  library.  It*s 
like  lumping  all  St.  Michael's  College 
in  Breiinan  Hall. 

^hu^:  if  snyone  comes  to  visit  he  will 
eith'sr  romnin  in  t>>e  cold,  knocking 
unheard  or  walk  in  to  the  landing  of  a 
set  of  stairs;  this  happens  whether  he 
comes  to  the  side  door  or  the  front 
door  in  the  to./er.  If  he  is  at  the 
side  door  .ind  comfes  up  a  half  flight 
he  is  beside  the  closed  library  door 
ana  if  the  liui-ary  is  open  for  business 
and  he  knov/s  tiiiv^  is  the  ri;ht  oiace  he 
cf^n  ^f'^lk  in  and  have  somebody  pap^ed 
over  the  inter-com.   (Ihis  incidentally 
is  not  able  to  be  turned  on  until  vSorae 
charges  have  been  made  in  it  because 
it  ic:  the  Dilont-snooper  type  able  to 
pick  up  any  conversation  in  the  build- 
ing ifhethar  council  raeetink-,  soiritual 
dir-s-Cuion,  ox'  whatever.)   If  he  comes 
in  the  Xov/er  door  he  co.r.es  uo  to  an 
empty  hall  by  the  chapel  and  sacristy 
and  must  v/ander  through  several  hall 
doors  and  blunder  to  an  office  or  as  is 
nore  usually  the  case  go  up  more  stairs 
blundxii:  inti  into  the  cloister  to  ask  the 
way.   Inciaentally  there  are  no  con- 
ventional parlors  but  will  be  eventually 
one  little  oflice,  and  a  board  room, 
where  he  ra-ay  be  recoived.  Ibe  only 
other  offices  on  this  firsu  floor  are  a 
nraall  one  for  the  Kegi;3iirar  (Father  Paul 
Mallon)  and  another  mora  adequate  one 
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for  the  Superior.  Tlriese  are  always 
occupied  v;ith  business,  convert  in- 
structions of  v/hich  v/e  get  a  good  deal, 
and  business  callers.   3ince  there  is 
no  cloakroom,  hatrack,  or  other  facil- 
ity if  some  one  comes  to  dinner,  etc. 
he  must  tlirow  his  coat  on  the  board 
room  table,  leave  his  galoshes  v;ith  at 
least  a  dozen  others  by  some  entry  door 
and  hope  to  get  the  same  ones  back.   If 
the  library  is  open  and  staffed  or  if 
someone  upstairs  on  the  second  or  third 
floor,  the  phone  gets  answered  —  pro- 
vided we  are  not  all  in  the  community 
room  where  it  is  inaudible*  The  library 
is  the  only  thing  not  yeat  at  least 
partially  moved  from  the  old  house  and 
if  the  decorators  are  finished  there 
next  week  I  will  have  it  brought  over 
as  soon  as  the  .students  return.   I  was 
talkin;:  to  Groenendek  there  yesterday 
and  the  aproned  cook  came  in  tv/ice  to 
make  calls.   This  \fill  be  perhaps  more 
of  a  problem  after  January  1st  because 
the  Sisters  we  are  getting  v/ill  not  only 
work  here  but  live  too.  they  are  a  very 
modern  diocesan  cornriunity  composed  of 
ex-army  personnel  vvhose  habit  looks  like 
a  naval  women's  uniform  and  who  are  ir- 
reverently known  in  some  circles  as  the 
"lip-stick'*  sii3ters.  The  alternative 
to  their  makim;  or  receiving  calls  in 
the  library  is  to  use  the  private  line 
in  the  Superior's  office,  the  only  other 
phone  on  the  floor. 

However,  don't  let  this  litany  of  dis- 
appointment convince  you  that  the  place 
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isn't  a  great  improvement  over  the 
cramped  quarters  3t.  Thomas  More  has 
occupied  for  so  long,   vith  patience 
the  wrinkles  will  be  ironed  out  and  al- 
ready the  facilities  provided  for  the 
librar\^  are  magnificent.   It's  merely 
that  fore-sight  in  the  planning  and  the 
jealous  eye  of  a  supervisor  of  plans 
would  have  obviated  saddling  the  library 
with  inappropriate  and  sometimes  im- 
possible tasks.   Personally  I  think 
thiat  if  the  General  Council  were  to  pre- 
pare a  list  of  the  activities  found  to 
be  part  of  our  life  —  a  detailed  des- 
cription of  everythinr;  that  happens 
like  a  job  survey  in  the  Public  Libr- 
aries —  and  then  lay  down  the  requisite 
facilities  to  fulfill  these  functions, 
overiiirjrits  would  be  more  infrequent. 

All  here  are  well  and  Christmas  has  been 
very  restful  after  the  first  semester 
which  was  capped  by  our  move.  By  Feb- 
ruary 7  we  shall  perhaps  have  seen  the 
last  of  the  v/andering  plumbers,  painters 
and  carpenters.   Next  summer  v/hen  I  can 
sink  my  teeth  into  organizing  the  books 
here  and  set  up  routines  to  handle 
ordering,  cataloguing,  circulation  (at 
present  they  sign  a  book  —  sometimes) 
I  skall  sound  a  little  more  content. 
Hope  all  goes  well  at  St.  Basil's  Semin- 
ary Library  and  I  offer  best  wishes  and 
prayers  for  you  in  the  nev;  year.

St.  Mary's  of  CK/en  Sound  has  been  nego- 
giating  for  a  piece  of  land  on  the 
West  side  of  the  city  as  a  site  for  a 
new  scliool  but  so  far  nothing  has  coae 
of  it. 

The  number  of  priest  visitors  to  Owen 
Sound  was  not  so  great  this  year  as  in 
former  years;  very  likely  due  to  the 
coolness  of  the  weather,  we  hope  and 
not  to  the  coolness  of  the  welcome  ex- 
tended to  the  vistors. 

Father  John  Sullivan  still  talks  about 
his  trip  to Europe  with  Father  E.J.  Mc- 
Corkell  and  the  wonderful  things  that 
he  saw  there. 
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In  regard  to  the  time  of  Masses  I  am 
enclosing  one  of  the  cards  that  we  used 
during  the  months  of  July  and  August, 
that  is  our  summer  schedule.  The  I-^lis- 
sions  that  I  have  drav/n  a  line  through 
are  not  ours.

Dear  Father  Scollard: 

I  am  sorry  to  have  taken  so  long  to 
answer  your  note  of  last  week.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  it  is  surprisingly 
difficult  to  obtain  accurate  information 
hereabouts,  even  concerning  such  vital 
statistics  as  enrollment,  people  in 
residence,  et  cetera.  However,  I  shall 
do  my  best. 

We  are  in  the  final  stages  of  prepar- 
ation to  receive  the  representatives 
of  the  Mouther  Association  who  are  to 
arrive  on  l4onday  or  Tuesday  of  the 
coming  v/eek.  There  seeras  to  be  con- 
siderable concern,  in  official  circles 
especially,  as  to  the  outcome  of  this 
second  inspection.   Some  feel  that  the 
University  has  not  followed  through  too 
well  on  the  suggestions  given  to  us  by 
the  last  inspectors.   It  is  all  a  ques- 
tion of  money  however,  so  they  may  be 
more  sympathetic  than  we  suspect. 

Father  Francis  Monaghan  tells  us  that 
he  is  an  active  worker  for  I4r.  Eisen- 
hower in  the  present  campaign,  which 
may  help  to  explain  v/hy  he  has  neglec- 
ted you.   I  mentioned  your  name  to 
Father  Lav/rence  Lacey  with  the  sugges- 
tion that  he  do  his  duty;  what  results 
may  come  of  it  have  yet  to  be  seen.  I 
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do  knov/  that  dt*   Anne's  is  building  a 
large  Gymnasium-Auditorium  in  the  play- 
ing field  behind  the  residence.   At 
present  they  have  the  steel  girders 
erected  but  nothing  much  else#  I4r,  Leo 
Linbeck's  company  is  doing  the  job. 

Here  at  St.  Thomas  we  are  in  hones 
that  v/e  shall  be  able  to  build  an 
auditorium  and  a  classroom  building 
according  to  the  plan  submitted  by  Philip 
Johnson,  our  New  York  architect.   If  it 
goes  through  it  v/ill  be  located  on  the 
corner  of  Yoakum  and  3ul  Ross,  directly 
across  the  street  from  the  library. 
The  property  of  the  St.  Joseph  Society 
was  bought  six  weeks  ago  for  this  pur- 
pose and  the  wreckers  are  at  present  in 
the  process  of  tearing  the  old  place 
down.  It  looks  as  though  we  are  going 
ahead  with  it. 

I  have  a  picture  of  the  model  which  Mr. 
Johnson  made  up  for  us  some  time  ago. 
I  shall  send  it  along  in  a  separate 
envelope.   It  is  possible  that  you  may 
have  seen  it  already  however. 

The  University  bought  two  new  revsidences 
for  the  girls  during  the  past  summer. 
They  are  both  on  Jest  Main  Street,  each 
providing  accommodation  for  nine  or  ten 
girls.  The  big  girls'  dormitory  (big 
dormitory,  thcit  is)  was  redecorated, 
at  least  partially,  in  Seotember.   Mrs. 
Peters,  the  Dean  of  .^omen,  pressed  hard 
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for  that.  She  is  a  very  capable  women 
but  perhaps  a  little  niore  forceful 
than  the  local  administration  expects, 
^'he  total  number  of  girls  in  all  four 
residences  now  stands  at  sixty- seven. 

Last  Sprin^^  the  University  bought  the 
large  Angelo  property  on  the  comer  of 
Yoakum  and  »^ul  Ross  (North-^Vest) .  It 
included  a  house  which  has  becorae  the 
Fine  Arts  Building  and  a  small  apart- 
ment building  (1108  Sul  Ross)  which  is 
the  second  boys'  dorm.  I  am  in  charge 
of  fourteen  Freshmen  and  Sophomore 
there.  There  are  two  nevf  houses  on 
^unt  Vernon  Street,  one  block  west  of 
loakum,  (3919  and  4010  Mount  Vernon) 
where  there  are  four  other  students 
(unsupervised) . 

Otherv/ise,  I  don't  believe  there  have 
been  any  further  additions  to  Univer- 
sity Pix>perty. 

The  telephone  numbers  remain  the  same. 
There  licive  not  been  any  degrees  received 
this  year...  The  enrollment  for  this 
first  semester  is  139  Freslimen;  308  is 
the  total  on  campus  enrollment  and  the 
total  in  residence  is  ninety-eight. 

The  tuition  is  $180  per  semester,  or 
$360  per  annum.  It  works  out  to  be 
$12.50  per  semester  hour  I  believe. 
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v^ell  Father,  if  I  have  neglected  any 
vital  information,  I  shall  try  to  find 
it  later.  You  raight  let  rae  know  if 
this  suffices.  Say  Hello  to  your  con- 
freres for  me  and  do  your  best  to  steer 
them  clear  of  this  hothouse.   Come  dovm 
yourself,  you  would  like  the  v/eather 
here  I  rather  imagine.

So  I  v/ill  not 
elaborate  on  those  details. 

Hov/ever,  you  may  be  interested  in  in- 
cluding something  about  the  work  at 
Marian  Hif?;h  School  since  it  is  a  full- 
tine  Basiiian  assignment.   Ve  have  50? 
students,  of  wViich  124  are  senior.s. 
The  freshman  class  Wvis  limited  to  150 
and  acceptance  was  barbed  on  scores  of 
a  standardized  SRA  test  cdministtired 
to  Grade  Eight  students  last  spring. 
I  teach  religion  durin:^  four  .periods 
of  each  day  in  Grades  Nine  through 
Twelve  on  a  rotation  basis  such  tyir^t 
I  am  with  each  student  in  the  school 
for  a  period  of  tv/o  v/eeks  out  of  each 
eight.   My  portion  of  the  \vork  covers 
the  Mass  and  the  Sacrr^ment  of  Penance, 
Grade  Nine;  Sixth  and  N^nth  Gommand- 
nents,  Grade  Ten;  rational  proofs  for 
existence  of  God,  conuaunism  and  prag- 
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matism.  Grade  Eleven;  and  religious 
vocations  and  l^atrinony.  Grade  Twelve. 
Thife  boys  and  girls  are  in  s  eparate 
sections  for  all  classes  in  religion. 
There  is  also  a  confession  period 
scheduled  for  each  Thursday.  I  ara 
available  for  individual  guidance  and 
direction  during  parts  of  the  two  periods 
v/hen  I  am  not  in  the  classroom.  The 
response  to  thia  phase  of  the  work  has 
been  very  gratifying. 

Academically,  we  are  doir^g  very  well 
also.  Three  of  our  first  graduating 
class  were  accepted  at  Rice.  Unfortun- 
ately, there  are  only  seven  vfho  are  at 
the  University  of  St.  Thomas,  ^'his  is 
not  tlie  result  of  a  lack  of  L;uality 
students  or  a  lack  of  publicity  on  the 
advantages  of  a  Catholic  education.  The 
difficulty  is  that  the  students  cannot 
be  interested  in  the  liberal  arts  pro- 
gram as  it  is  offered  at  the  Univerr^ity. 
It  is  too  limited  in  scope  to  suit  most 
of  them,   iiixtoen  of  oui*  ^aduates  are 
at  the  UnivGr..iwy  of  Texas  and  twenty  are 
at  the  University  of  Houston,   .^e  had 
one  vocation,  a  girl,  from  last  year's 
class  but  I'm  sure  that  triere  will  be 
several  from  the  present  senior  class. 

We  ai'e  very  proud  of  our  two  seni-fin- 
alisiis  in  the  Mntional  Merit  Scholarship 
pro'^ram.  Marian  is  the  only  Catholic 
school  in  the  Galveston  diocese  to  place 
candidates  in  the  serai-final  competition. 
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I  wish  you  wou3-d  include  my  name  on 
the  community  mailing  list  for  those 
items  which  ^ould  be  of  interest  to  me 
in  Vii.-h  school  v/ork.  For  instance, 
vocation  literature  and  guidance  in- 
form? tion  v^ould  be  very  helpful  •

Ed 
Hartraann  used  to  be  a  fairly  faithful 
correspondent,  keeping:  rae  abreast  of 
Assupiption  doings,  but  he  has  fallen 
do^m  lately •   Hence  I  was  unavmre  of 
Dick  *vood*s  being  in  the  hospital,   I 
saw  him  last  July  v/hen  I  visited  Assumi>- 
tion4  but  at  that  time  he  v/as  in  the 
infirmary  but  doing  a  bit  of  work  every 
day.   It  huri3t  to  hear  of  a  young  feller 
like  that  being  so  afflicted. 

Tilings  are  fairly  (-luiet  here  in  my  de- 
partraent  ~  only  two  or  three  under  in- 
struction, but  by  tliis  time  next  v/eek 
it  may  be  up  to  a  dozen;  such  activity 
has  its  ups  and  downs.   Ihere  are  about 
735  souls  to  be  taken  acre  of;  about 
150  single  men  (only  seven  air  women, 
Deo  Gratiasl)  in  barracks,  86  families 
living  in  the  liarried  quarters,  and  53 
families  living  in  the  nearby  hamlets. 
Of  the  253  houses  foi'  the  married  people, 
B6  are  occupied  by  Catholics;  a  fair 
percentage  but  I  wish  it  v/ere  the  other 
way  around.   Our  chapel  is  oractically 
filled  every  Sunday  for  both  Masses  but 
my  next  door  nei^:;hbour's  house  of  heresey 
is  sparsely  populated.   The  Prot  chaplain 
is  an  Anglican  of   uhe  first  order;  high 
as  they  come  —  refers  to  other  Anglican 
ministers  as  ''Fat her  So-and-so",  which 
gripes  me.   So  far  we  have  operated  on 
very  friendly  terms;  I  only  hope  it 
perseveres.  The  other  day  he  has  the 
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Prince  County  Mnistorial  Association 
metjoin^x  hero;  luncheon  in  the  Mess, 
tour  or  the  Station,  brief  cocktail 
party  before  lunch  —  all  the  trinmiings. 
And  the  beggar  had  the  nerve  to  tender 
me  an  invitation  to  the  luncheon  (at  a 
dollar  a  plate I)   I  suddenly  had  an 
appointment  in  Cterlottetown,  v/hich  at 
the  last  minute  did  not  materialize, 
and  it  v/as  then  too  late  to  get  to  the 
luncheon.  These  Protestant  chaplains 
leave  me  colder  than  a  polar  bear's  nose 

I  wanted  to  v/rite  to  your  music  director 
at  the  Seminary,  but  don't  know  who  it 
is.   Our  choir  director  'rants  to  know 
if  \fe  can  obtain  anyifhere  an  Knr^lish 
version  of  the  "Paroisoien  Roraain^*, 
published  by  Desclee  et  Cie.  Do  you 
think  your  music  aan  could  be  of  3ny 
help?  Or  perhaps,  for  our  modest  needs, 
which  are  limited  pretty  well  to  the 
Missa  de  Angelis  and  the  i%ss  of  St. 
Basil,  plus  Christmao,  Holy  ./eek  and 
blaster  music,  we  could  manage  very  v/ell 
with  soneohin^  less  than  an  English 
paroissien.  I*m  completely  ignorant  of 
musical  :>ubli cations  c.nd   v;ould  appreci- 
ate some  information  on  such. 

Thanks  again  for  the  books;  I've  looked 
tliem  over  briefly  and  am  sure  I'll  fiad 
them  most  suitable.  Thanks  again  for 
the  news.  The  ''Occasional  Papers"  just 
arrived  —  since  I  began  this  letter. 
This  issue  will  prove  interestinr;  and

As  you  know,  three  Catholic 
high  scViools  (all  co-ed)  have  opened  in 
the  past  few  years  and  now  there  is

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ing  do-m  the  corridor  after  my  3-30 
ciasvj  and  Father  Lajeunesse  waved  at 
me  fron  dovm  by  his  office,  shouting 
•I  want  to  see  you'.  I  v/alked  do'v/n 
wondering  whether  I  had  been  suspended 
or  was  atx>ut  to  get  another  job,  but 
when  1  got  there,  he  just  said  (I  want 
to  give  VQU  these  books  Father  Robert 
Lowrey  just  brought  from  Toronto •"  I 
was  glad  to  see  them  because  one  or  tv7o 
will  prove  im  iedictely  ureful  in  one 
course  I  have.  My  thanks  ag^^n  to  you 
and  Father  Lowrey.   I  was  speaking  to 
hi:ft  only  for  a  second. 

We  were  saddened  by  news  of  Father 
Gerald  HcAipine's  death.  He  was  among 
the  first  Basilians  I  got  to  know,  and 
I  always  adnired  him.   It  was  sad  to 
see  his  he^Jth  f??.il,  but  even  v/hen  I 
was  in  ioronto  a  couple  weeks  ago  I  had 
no  idea  he  was  fading  so  quickly. 

i^ith  the  four  courres  I  teach,  I'm  in 
a  steady  whirl  of  preparations.  But 
I'm  enjoying:  the  teacliing  quite  well. 
The  Economics  20  course,  in  which  I 
teacii  tv/o  of  the  five  divisions  made 
necessary  by  the  huge  enrolment  —  up 
arouna  3(>/«  —  is  the  one  needing  the 
most  work  because  it's  a3.vjays  hard  to 
introduce  beginning  stucents  to  a  new 
discipline-  Thcit  trouble  doesn^t  come 
up  in  college  courses  i/here  the  students 
have  been  exposed  to  the  subject  r/iatter 
before  —  like  history.  They  hate  think- 
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ing  for  Ihetaselves,   and  v^rorkin^^,  too, 
of  course,  iihen   did  Father  Henry  Carr 
make  this  remark  I've  been  hearing 
lately  that  Arts  students  should  do  as 
much  v7ork  as  science  students,  and  we 
should  fail  3Q^i»  or  them  each  year?  I*m 
inclined  to  agree  as  I  see  things  now* 

I'd  better  close  this  off.   In  case  you 
hadnH  heard,  I'm  helping  George  Kosicki 
moderate  the  scholastics,  and  also 
chaplaining  the  Navy  (University  Naval 
Training  Detacliment)  and  going  week- 
ends to  3ts.  Andrew  and  Benedict  Parish, 
a  small  national  church  across  the  river. 
The  weather  is  wonderful  rix;ht  now,  but 
it  was  frightful  for  ray  first  few  days 
here.  All  my  best  to  the  Seminary  staff 
and  everyone.  Thanks  agin  for  the  books.

Dear  Fatlier  Scoliard, 

After  v/hat  seems  like  a  rather  long  time 
and  after  laany  interesting  experiences 
I  am  at  last  in  Innsbruck.   About  5:00 
A.M.  yeioterday  my  train  arrived  and  I 
found  my  way  to  the  oeninary  and  said 
Mass.   I  am  gradually  getting  the  "lay 
of  the  land".  The  Canisianum  is  a  very 
large  building  and  the  grounds  are 
beautiful,  as  is  everything  in  Innsbruck. 
During  the  summer  the  rooms  were  fitted 

v^ith  individual  sinks  and  the  \/iring  ^ras 
revised  which  required  that  sections  of 
the  floors  and  walls  be  torn  up.  As  a 
consequence  practically  every  part  of 
the  inside  has  been  repainted  and  the 
parts  finished  are  really  nuite  nice 
and  surpass  any  Seminary  (a  distinct 
architectural  category)  I  have  ever 
seen.   However,  they  are  only  about 
half  done  and  richt  now  there  are  about 
50  theology  professors  here  for  some 
sort  of  Con(!;ress  and  so  everything  is 
somevfhat  confused .   I  am  not  sure  I  will 
remain  in  my  present  room  v/hich  has  a 
magnificent  view,  but  I  haven't  much  to 
unpack  anyway  as  ray  trunk  has  not  yet 
arrived. 

The  confreres  greeted  us  very  cordially 
at  Annonay  and  did  all  possible  to  make 
our  stay  there  pleasant*   The  students 
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did  arrive  on  Monday  evening  and  so 
they  were  quite  busy.  The  property  and 
buildings  are  well  situated  but  very 
run  dovm.  However,  several  places  are 
being  and  have  been  repaired*  They  are 
very  poor  by  our  standards,  but  seem 
quite  cheerful  ana  I  had  the  feeling  of 
definitely  being  in  a  Basilian  House, 
in  spite  of  the  difference  inherent  in 
the  situation,  as  for  the  to^m  of 
Annonay,  the  less  said,  the  better. 

Father  Charles  iK)ume  showed  us  your 
recent  letter  and  so  I  am  up  to  date 
on  the  conrnunity  news.

Thanks  very  much  for  your  letter.   I 
really  did  enjoy  getting  it  and  learn- 
ing some  of  the  Basilian  nefers.   I  was 
sorry  to  learn  that  Father  Gerald  McAl- 
pine  had  died  as  it  was  the  first  that 
I  heard  about  it.  He  always  impressed 
me  as  a  wonderful  priest  and  so  I  was 
glad  to  be  able  to  offer  suffrages  for 
hira.  Likev/ise,  I  was  sorry  to  learn 
that  Father  Emil  v/elty  is  again  on  the 
sick  list  as  he  seemed  to  be  doing  so 
well  this  Sumner.   He  and  I  went  out 
together  a  fev/  times. 

Let  us  hope  that  there  will  be  no  more 
relapses  among  the  recently  recovered 
confreres. 

Anyhow,  as  I  started  out  to  say,  your 
letter  took  away  some  of  that  exile 
feeling  that  I  have.   I  am  ^-etting  used 
to  things  a  bit  now,  but  so  many  things 
are  different.   It  is  almost  like  start- 
in  a  Novitiate  all  over  again  trying  to 
get  on  to  the  Seminary  routine.   How- 
ever, I  have  been  able  to  adopt  a  modls 
Vivendi  and  so  do  not  have  to  follow  all 
of  the  Seminary  prescriptions. 

The  scenery  is  all  that  everyone  says 

and  more.   It  would  take  weeks  to  describe, 
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or  attempt  to,  all  of  the  beautiful 
places  and  tilings  that  are  all  around 
and  in  Innsbruck.   I  have  been  a  bit 
pre-occupied  and  haven't  appreciated 
them  to  their  fullest  perhaps,  but 
there  will  probably  be  plenty  of  time 
to  do  so* 

I  am  afraid  that  your  reference  to  Bob 
McKinnon's  painting  at  the  Serainary  of 
St.  Basil  is  something  that  I  do  not 
know  about.   Presuroably  it  v/as  sent  to 
Annonay,  but  I  hadn't  knovm  about  it 
and  so  can  give  you  no  news.   I'll  bet 
that  the  series  he  is  nov;  v/orking  on 
v/ill  be  very  ^;ood.  Give  hira  my  regards 
and  tell  him  that  I  niss  the  paintings 
he  let  me  borrow  last  year. 

Before  I  read  your  letter  I  had  been 
working  on  a  book  by  Father  Jungmann  on 
the  Liturgy  and  thought  to  myself  that 
it  ^/ould  be  aliaost  perfect  for  the  Seis- 
inary  as  it  is  only  about  3^  pages  in 
length  and  covers  very  interestingly 
and  historically  just  about  everything 
from  the  !4ass,  Sacrameni^s,  Feast  Days, 
Liturgical  Cycles,  etc.,  even  to  the 
office  and  its  individual  parts.   Father 
Francis  Kiirth  probably  knows  about  it 
already,  but  if  not  I  v/ould  strongly 
recofiL'iend  it  to  hira.   It  is  "Der  Gottes- 
dienst  der  Kirche",  Tyrolia-Verlag,  Inns- 
bruck, Jien,  MUnchen.  Father  Jungmann 
said  that  shortly  it  is  coming  out  in 
ii-ngiish,  but  I  don't  know  the  title. 
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The  German  is  coming  along  fairly  well. 
I  am  able  to  understand  quite  a  bit  of 
it;  most  of  the  lectures  which  are  a 
bit  slower,  and  also  a  large  part  of 
conversations  v/hich  are  not  too  fast. 
However,  there  has  been  little  occasion 
to  speak  it  as  they  are  always  reading 
at  meals  and  the  Gerraan  speaking  semin- 
arians mostly  stick  together  coming  and 
going  to  class.  I  can  get  by  fairly 
well,  though,  and  ma  learning  more  all 
the  time. 

As  to  whether  or  not  Dave  Belyea  finishes 
before  me,  I  don't  know.  I  can  assure 
your  that  if  I  find  any  way  of  getting 
back  even  five  minutes  SDoner  I  will 
utilize  it  to  the  utmost.  (lam  even 
planning;  to  return  on  the  "United  States" 
as  it  is  a  day  faster.)   Frankly,  (I 
knov/  this  will  not  impress  you,  although 
I  say  it  v/ith,  I  think,  some  /aore  foun- 
dation than  initial  panic)  I  don't  think 
that  I  v/ill  ra-ike  it  at  all  here.  The 
very  imposing  transcript  that  Father 
Walter  Principe  made  out  for  me  came  to 
exactly  half  of  the  re'iuirement  in 
Dogma  and  in  Fundamental.   vVe'll  leave 
it  at  tliat  for  the  time  being,  but  I 
would  appreciate  your  prayers.

Dear  Father  S col lard. 

Thanks  very  much  for  your  letter  as  I 
was  glad  to  i.ear  from  you  and  to  get 
the  nev^s.  The  Novitiate  must  be  coming 
along  very  v/eli  and  from  reports  of 
those  v7hc  sav;  if  last  Summer  it  must  be 
a  very  beautiful  building.  I  imagine 
there  must  be  many  changes  around  the 
College  by  now.  The  new  residence  is 
probably  quite  strikim^  with  the  land- 
scaping finished  and  I  can't  imagine 
St.  Mike's  v/ith  grass  on  the  back  field. 
Are  there  any  new  buildings  on  the  way? 

I  have  just  returned  from  Tcome  where  we 
saw  the  Coronation  of  the  Pope,  '■'■^here 
was  a  pilgrimage  of  the  Seminarians, 
that  is,  a  large  number  of  them,  and  I 
took  advantage  of  the  special  group 
train  rate.  It  was  quite  tiring  spend- 
ing fourteen  hours  on  the  train,  es- 
pecially the  Kuropem  variety,  but  v;e 
arrived  in  Rome  on  Sunday  morning  and 
were  met  by  Dave  Belyea  and  Larry  Elmer 
and  st::ye':.  viith  tliem  at  the  Canadian 
College.  Cardinal  Leger  and  Cardinal 
Mc^uigan  were  thre.   I  also  met  Father 
Vincent  Pries ter  who  was  in  the  Con- 
clave and  togr.  O'Marra.  It  was  like 
Old  Home  deek  in  Toronto. 

The  confreres  are  well  and  seem  to  be 
quite  at  home  there.   It  is  quite  a  nice 
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place  and  all  seera  very  friendly.  The 
food  is  terrific*  Larry  Llmer  and  Jack 
Murray  vfere  getr,ing  ready  for  the  en- 
ti'ance  exaias  and  Andy  Maloney  was  work- 
ing on  Theology  and  Italian,  in  v/hich 
he  already  r.iakes  out  very  v/ell.  Dave 
Belyea  is  v/orking  on  the  thesis.  He 
is  bothered  with  an  infection  in  his 
ear,  wliich  1  hope  is  better  by  now. 

The  ceremonies  v/ere  quite  elabocate  as 
might  be  ex.))ected.  I  got  in  St.  Peter's 
about  7:30  Tuesday  morning  and  had  plenty 
of  time  to  look  around.  It  is  magnif- 
icent. The  crov/ds  were  large  and  not 
always  courteous  by  our  standards,  but 
we  survived  and  actually  saw  quite  a 
bit  of  the  events.  After  the  Mass  I  was 
quite  close  to  the  center  aisle  and  saw 
the  Pope  being  carried  out.  At  the 
crowning  on  thebalcony  I  again  was  in  a 
good  position  and  could  see  quite  a  bit. 

Apparently  the  new  Pope  has  a  good  sense 
of  humor  and  th^t  is  encouraging.  In 
the  stores  there  are  still  plenty  of 
pictures  of  Pius  XII  and  those  of  John 
are  just  startinf  to  appear,  tliat  is, 
in  some  variety. 

I  was  also  able  to  visit  the  Vatican 
Museum  and  Galleries,  but  the  Sistine 
Chapel  was  still  closed.  The  tomb  of 
Pius  XII  is  simple,  but  beautiful  and 
has  many  visitors. 

Here  in  Innsbruck  we  had  about  three 
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weeks  rain  and  snow  during  October,  but 
fortuncitely  it  is  much  nicer  this  month. 
'^'hings  are  much  more  familiar  this  year 
and  tl^  nakes  it  easier.  There  is  still 
much  to  be  done  and  I  don't  know  just 
when  I'll  be  ready  to  try  the  Dogma  exam 
again.  As  to  the  German  bibliography 
you  probably  already  have  all  of  the 
books  I  knov/  of.  Actually  the  Seminary 
library  is  comparably  better  than  the 
one  here.  There  is  a  small  one  here  at 
the  house  open  one  hour  a  v/eek.  The 
University  library  is  in  terrible  shape 
as  it  v/as  taken  over  during  the  war  for 
a  plice  department  and  now  consists 
largely  of  old  books  arranged  alpha- 
betically on  shelves  in  the  corridors 
of  the  Jesuit  cloister.   I  will  be  very 
glad  to  get  started  on  a  thesis  some 
time  when  these  impossible  exams  are 
finally  out  of  the  way.   I'll  have  to 
find  sonething  which  they  have  books  for. 
If  you  ever  want  any  books  by  the  authors 
here  I  can  {*;et  them  at  ^'author  prices". 

I  would  aptjreciate  it  very  much  if  you 
could  Gend  me  another  Ordo  as  you  did 
last  year.  It  doesn't  seem  so  long  since 
the  last  one  came  and  I  hope  the  next 
ones  go  even  fester.

In  the  northern  outpose  we  really  ap- 
preciated your  newsy  letter.   I  thought 
I  had  the  son  of  the  local  nev/spaper 
ovmer  on  the  track  of  that  air  picture 
of  the  buildings,  but  guess  I  v/ill  have 
to  get  it  myself. 

The  priests'  residence  is  a  cement  block 
structure,  extex^ior  is  of  multi-shade 
buff  brick,  interior  exposed  block  v/ith 
birch  panels  in  the  entrance  (front), 
stairs  (front)  connunity  and  TV  rooms. 

Overall  dimensions  are  106  by  45,  con- 
sisting of  parlors,  dining  room,  kitchen, 
laundry  room,  garage,  sind  eight  bedrooms 
on  the  ground  floor;  chapel,  community 
room,  and  TV  room  on  the  west  side  up- 
stairs \dth  nine  bedrooms  on  the  east 
side  of  the  second  floor.   Bedrooms  are 
12  by  13.  v/ith  slightly  smaller  guest 
rooms  (2)  and  superior's  bedroom. 

Windows  are  casement  type  of  steel; 
glass  and  porcelain  curtain  v/all  on 
most  of  the  west  wall.   Floors  are  vinyl 
tiel  with  terrazzo  in  main  lobby,  and 
stairs,   v/ashrroms  are  ceramic  tile  with 
spectra-glaze  walls. 
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The  architects  have  conoinued  the  light 
effect  of  the  school  in  their  use  of 
light  pastel  colours,  skylights,  and 
curtain  v/alling.

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As  you  know  some  of  the  above  items  do 
not  exactly  ap  >ly  hex*e.  Exact  figures 
are  not  yet  available  but  we  have  900+ 
Catiiolic  students  out  of  about  S4OO  all 
told  at  the  University  of  British  Col- 
umbia •  This  will  be  a  jump  of  about 
150  Catholics  since  last  year,  partially 
due  to  t-he  normal  rise  in  enrollment  of 
the  v/liole  University  and  partially  to 
the  arrival  of  the  Forestry  Scliool  of 
Sopron  University  who  fled  from  Hungary 
and  are  now  studying  at  U.B^C. 

The  building  is  going  v/ell  and  the  con- 
tractors (Doyle  Brothers  of  Vancouver) 
hope  to  be  finished  by  next  March.  The 
architect  is  Peter  Thornton  of  Garinder, 
Thornton,  Gather  and  Associates,  also 
of  Vancouver.  The  present  unit  under 
constriAction  ;fill  have  rooms  for  ten 
priests  and  k^   students,  eating  facil- 
ities, club  room  for  the  Newman  Club  and 
Catholic  Center,  a  small  tenporany'  chapel 
(seating  about  70)  and  a  small  tempor- 
ary library. 

Father  Henry  Garr's  course  in  "Early 
Christian  ./riters"  is  under  way  and  is 
listed  as  Religious  otucies  305.  He 
has  just  three  students  but  I  think  he 
is  pleased  v/ith  the  opportunity  to  start 
in  a  small  way. 

Father  Llliott  Allen  has  the  same  cour- 
ses as  last  year,  two  in  the  day  and  an 
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evening  course.  He  has  about  20  stu- 
dents in  the  day  courses.  The  evening 
course  starts  tomorrow  so  I  do  not 
knov<f  how  laany  he  viili  liave  there  — 
last  year  he  had  about  50. 

I  have  three  day  time  courses,  one  in 
Canadian  history  and  two  in  medieval  and 
one  repeat  of  the  medieval  course  at 
night.  In  the  day  time  I  have  about 
320  students  all  told. 

Father  Michael  Oliver  is  chaplain  of 
the  Newman  Club.  He  did  a  lot  of  v/ork 
helping  to  find  places  for  Catholic 
students  and  especially  the  Hungarians 
to  stay. 

I  hope  this  is  sufficient.

I  was  going  to  v/rite  you  today  an^-'^^ay, 
to  thank  you  for  your  letter  of  the  17th, 
and  especially  to  tell  you  how  much  im- 
pressed I  am  v/ith  the  OCGAoIONAL  PAPi':;R3; 
it  is  rather  frigtheninc  to  come  back 
to  a  iierainary  which  has  become  so  in- 
tellecutal  in  ray  absence,  and  I  hope  I 
won't  be  like  Father  Leonard  McCann,  in 
constant  panic  lest  some  smart  young 
scholastic  trap  me  in  a  subtle  question. 
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With  no  reflection  whatever  on  the  other 
three,  Edwin  Kline's  report  on  American- 
ism struck  rae  as  especially  fine  (except 
for  an  unfortunate  abundance  of  little 
mistakes  in  spelling,  syntax  and  typing) ;

If  so  we'll  have  Father  Kevin 
Kirley  give  you  some  tips  on  sea-sick- 
ness. 

Yes,  the  Basilians  should  be  known  in 
every  little  hamlet  of  Europe  by  the  time 
this  summer  is  over.   John  McGee  received 
a  letter  from  Don  0' Gorman  uhich  informed 
us  that  he  should  be  v/ith  the  PSres  Eud- 
istes  by  now.   Father  George  Beaune 
hears  that  Father  Jim  Bowie  is  coming 
with  his  father,  although  I4r.  Bowie  pre- 
fers to  stay  with  relatives  in  Scotland. 
Father  Leo  Adam  stopped  here  for  two 
days  just  two  weeks  ago.  The  deep  Texan 
tan  probably  impressed  the  students  here 
whom  he  talked  to  about  our  Mexican  Mis- 
sions. They  came  here  from  Lourdes,  via 
Rome  (so  to  speak)  and  were  heading  for 
Paris.

*^ean  Uoure  a  finpier,  but  outside  of  that 
we  are  holding  together.  Your  truly 
just  passed  a  required  University  medical 
exam  with  flying  colors,  although  no  one 
looked  very  hard  for  anything  wrong  with 
me.  At  least  my  teeth,  lungs,  and  heart 
seem  all  right.  The  doctor  remarked 
only  that  I  have  "une  tendance  ^  grossir" 
wliich  vflll   be  nothing  nev^  to  those  who 
know  me.  The  figures  are  secret. 
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As  you  have  no  doubt  gathered  John  McGee 
and  I  along  v/ith  George  Beaune  and  Jean 
Roure  had  a  nice  Easter  holiday*  ^ie   were 
together  until  Lourdes.  Naturally  we 
remembered  your  intentions  there  as  well 
as  those  of  the  comriunity.   It's  like 
going  into  another  v^rld  (Lourdes),  a 
v/orld  of  prayer.

John  and  I  cut  through  the  Pyrenees  to 
Saragossa  and  then  on  for  a  three  day  so- 
journ at  Barcelona  —  a  wonderful  city 
v/ith  wide  streets  to  which  we  have  grown 
unaccustomed  in  iinnonay.

He 
is  not  as  gay  and  pleasant  as  he  was  a 
year  or  two  ago  either,  in  fact,  has  be- 
come c'uite  crtchety,  but  v/e  forgive  him 
a  good  deal  by  reason  of  his  age  and 
condition. 
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V/e  have  a  vocations  projedt  underway, 
a  day  of  prayer  and  appropriate  activ- 
ities, with  an  exhibition  of  things 
pertaining  to  the  ministry  and  propaganda 
posters  etc.  v/e  hope  to  have  a  big  map 
of  Canada,  the  United  States  and  France 
finished  by  the  date  (March  7th)  show- 
ing iiasilian  houses,  v\rith  pictures  if 
we  can  secure  them. 

A  pilgrimage  to  Lourdes  at  Eastertime 
is  also  in  the  making:  if  v/e  receive 
enough  applications  from  the  student 
body.   There  will  have  to  be  about  50 
to  make  it  v/orthwhile. 

My  parents  are  celebrating  their  50th 
wedding  anniversary  this  summer,  so  I 
hope  to  be  seeing  you,  perhaps  for  the 
retreat  at  3t.  Michael's.

Come  to 
France  and  live  long. 

c/e  were  wondering  if  there  were  any 
possibility  of  our  house  receiving  a 
scholastic  or  two.   It  v/ould  not  be 
right  to  say  that  we  are  absolutely  in 
need  of  scholastics,  but  one  or  two 
would  be  very  helpful.   If  there  vtere 
someone  going  to  do  further  work  in 
French,  this  would  be  an  ideal  place  to 
get  a  grounding  in  the  langu  ige.

Dear  Father  Scoliard, 

Thank  you  for  the  list  of  retreats, 
which  arrived  yesterday.   As  requested, 
I  liave  given  you  my  address  above,  and 
the  phone  number  is  Port-Royal  41-09. 

All  is  well  here,  I'm  acclimatized  to 
the  cloudy  skies  and  strange  food, 
though  not  yet  to  the  manners  of  the 
country.   I  would  have  to  arrive  at  the 
height  of  a  political  crisis.   You 
hear  notiiing  else  from  morning  to  night. 

The  food  must  have  improved  since  the 
last  Basilian  lived  here.   I  have  no 
complaints  as  yet,  except  that  the  break- 
fast never  varies  —  bread,  butter,  jam, 
anci  coffee  (or  rather  chicory).  But  you 
can  have  as  much  of  it  as  you  v/ant,  and 
that  is  really  all  that  counts.   There 
are  several  things  that  will  only  come 
by  experience  —  such  as,  what  store  to 
buy  things  in.   At  home  we  are  used  to 
being  able  to  get  nearly  anything  in 
either  the  corner  drug  store  or  the  five 
and  ten.   Here  the  drug  stores  sell  only 
drugs,  and  I  liaven't  yet  seen  a  five  and 
ten.  Jfost  things  seem  to  be  chaper  here 
—  the  subv/ay  costs  all  of  six  cents, 
you  can  see  an  opera  or  a  play  for  a 
dollar  or  less.   But  cigarettes,  gasoline. 
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and  Kleenex  are  three  times  what  v/e  pay* 
I  can  understand  the  first  two,  since 
they  are  government  monopolies,  but  why 
Kleenex?  The  only  answer  I  can  find  is 
that  the  French  spend  so  much  time  talk- 
ing plitics  that  they  haven't  time  to 
blow  their  nose.  As  the  man  said,  they 
v/ould  get  more  out  of  blowing  their  nose. 

I've  already  settled  dovm  to  work  at  the 
Bibliogthfeque  Nationale.  oo  far  I'm 
just  doing  the  mechanical  v/ork  of  col- 
lating manuscripts.  The  real  work  will 
begin  in  June.   I  haven't  made  any  plans 
for  the  suminer,  but  hope  to  be  able  to 
take  off  a  couple  of  weeks  in  July  to 
visit  Iiourdes.   I  hear  that  Jim  Bowie 
is  due  over  that  month,  and  hope  I'll 
be  able  to  see  hi.   I  may  drop  down  to 
Annonay  for  w>t.  Basil's  day,  if  all  goes 
well.   And  I  must  find  time  to  make  that 
retreat  in  oeijtember.  My  French  should 
be  good  enough  by  then. 

That's  all  for  nov/.   Please  say  helloto 
all  the  confreres.

Dear  Father  Scollard, 

Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  September 
10.   Iwant  to  go  on  record  as  stating 
that  I  did  indeed  send  you  ray  address 
and  phone  number,  early  in  Kay,  and 
that  you  must  have  filed  my  letter  under 
♦waste  paper'.   I  say  this  not  by  v/ay 
of  reproach,  but  to  supply  you  with  a 
concrete  argument  against  the  day  when 
you  tell  Gene  Kalley  that  you  are  seri- 
ously understaffed,  and  need  at  least 
three  more  secretaries.   Perhaps  I'm 
too  late,  and  you've  already  been 
refused. 

Your  letter  was  much  appreciated,  con- 
taining as  it  did  myriad  facts  and  fig- 
ures of  interest,  and  worth  ten  letters 
from  anyone  else  from  that  point  of 
view.   Of  course,  you  have  your  finger 
on  the  pulse  of  the  community  —  thank 
God  it's  the  pulse,  and  not  the  purse. 

You  asked  my  opinion  about  a  house  in 
Paris.   I  have  this  to  say:  if  you  want 
a  house  for  graduate  students  only,  you 
will  never  have  enough  of  them  here  to 
make  it  worth  while.   Except  for  the 
Institute  and  French  Department  students, 
our  men  will  be  better  off  in  American 
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or  English  universities  because  of  the 
language  problem,  the  difficulty  of 
getting  the  degree,  and  the  i>oor  ouality 
of  the  courses  in  some  fields. 

However,  I  know  that  the  main  purpose 
of  liaving  a  house  in  France  is  to  help 
the  French  community  to  grow.   Jhat  we 
need  is  contacts  and  vocations.   v<ith  a 
fev/  men,  *we  v/ould  be  lost  in  the  shuffle 
in  Paris,  thus  few  contacts,  and  the 
vocations  to  be  had  from  here  are  about 
nil. 

Even  the  possibility  of  finding  a  suit- 
able house,  or  any  house,  in  Paris, 
where  the  housing  shortage  is  acute,  and 
where  no  builaing  is  being  done  aside 
from  a  few  co-operative  apartments,  is 
remote. 

To  my  raind,  the  wise  thing  to  do  would 
be  to  establish  a  house  in  the  west, 
where  there  are  many  vocations  even  to- 
day. Three  hours  from  Paris  by  train 
is  the  city  of  Angers,  site  of  an  ex- 
cellent Catholic  University  serving  all 
the  west  of  France.   It  is  in  the  heart 
of  the  vocation  district,  -.ie   would  have 
much  more  hope  of  finding  a  house  there, 
it  v/ould  be  almost  as  valuable  for  cer- 
tain graduate  students  as  v/ould  be  a 
house  in  Paris,  v/e  could  easily  become 
known  tliere,  and  li^ive  contacts  over  a 
wider  territory,   ./e  could  purchase  a 
smaller  house,  because  v/e  would  not  have 
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to  provide  guest  rooms  for  non-Basilians, 
which  is  really  a  luxury  that  v^'ould  per- 
haps help  the  comraunity  in  America,  but 
scarcely  be  of  much  viilue  to  the  French* 
And  the  town,  beautifully  situated  on 
the  Loire  River,  v/ould  be  much  more 
suitable,  if  ever  we  wanted  to  turn  the 
house  into  a  novitiate,  or  even  a  schol- 
asticate.  That  part  of  the  country  is 
the  only  section  where  v/e  have  much  hope 
of  getting  vocations,  and  Angers  is  the 
only  Catholic  university  in  the  dbtrict.. 
I  have  many  contacts  among  priest  teachers 
and  students  at  Angers,  and  can  give  yoft 
any  information  you  want  if  the  idea 
interests  you. 

In  order  not  to  break  the  eleventh  com- 
mandment, which  is  not  to  write  on  both 
sides  of  onion-skin  paper,  I'll  leave 
off  here,  remaining  yours  sincerely,

What  follows  is  for  the  mutual  edific- 
ation of  yourself  and  Father  Louis  Bondy 
I  decided  to  postpone  my  letter  to  him 
until  I  should  have  something"  more  news- 
v.'orthy  to  communicate  than  my   financial 
status,  or  lack  thereof,   v/ithin  a  v;eek 
I  should  have  est.ibli^hed  contact  with 
some  of  the  University  people,  and  I 
will  then  be  able  to  give  him  a  better 
idea  of  v.'hat  ray  course  will  be  like. 
In  fact,  I  have  already  made  s   contact 
that  will  probably  be  more  useful  than 
any  other  —  a  Father  Mark  Buaman,  OSB 
—  and  American  Benedictine  who  has 
just  finicihed  his  first  year  of  graduate 
work  in  Tlieology  here.  He  has  promised 
to  help  me  translated  ray  transcripts, 
and  get  me  through  registration^  which 
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evidently  can  be  quite  an  ordeal  for  a 
foreigner.  He  tells  me  that  I'll  make 
the  fifth  North  American  in  Theology 
here,  so  I'll  have  some  consolation  in 
my  misery. 

So  that's  the  situation  up  to  now.  Please 
tell  Father  Bondy  that  I'm  comfortably 
established  in  my  " pension '%  and  that  he 
v/ill  be  hearing  from  me  v\'ithin  a  week  of 
this  letter.  Munich  is  a  prosperous  and 
thriving  city,  v/ith  lots  of  history 
built-in,  so  to  speak.  Mot  the  most 
beautiful  city,  perhaps,  but  one  that  I 
think  I  can  f^et  to  like,  if  only  I  can 
establish  some  modus  vivendi  with  the 
University  people. 

•Bye  for  now,  and  plea.ie  remember  the 
Basilians  of  the  dispersion  in  your 
prayers.

Just  a  note  to  thank  you  for  your  letter 
of  more  than  a  month  ago  and  let  you 
knov/  that  the  Annals  finally  arrived 
today*  For  three  cents  postage,  it  got 
here  in  goo(]  time.  (This  is  said  in  ad- 
miration, not  criticism*) 

You  made  tv;o  mistaken  assumptions  in 
your  last  letter:  1)  tiiat  I  v/as  missing 
all  the  excitement  in  Rome  —  you\re 
probably  heard  by  now  that  John  McGea 
and  I  managed  to  get  down  there  for  the 
Coronation  —  which  in  ray  case,  at  least, 
v/as  only  a  lame  excuse  —  I  v^ras  more 
interestea  in  visiting  the  confreres 
there;  2)  that  I  am  learning  some  Theol- 
ogy here.  Up  till  noM,   at  least,  I 
wouldn't  like  to  make  a  public  estimate 
as  to  hov/  much  I've  learned.  That  v/ill 
improve,  though,  no'«/  that  I've  got 
through  most  of  the  red-tape  attendant 
on  using  such  scholarly  J-uxuries  as 

libraries.  The  staff  here  is  nothing 
to  screcim  about,  from  all  I  can  observe. 
There  are  a  couple  of  good,  original 
thinkers,  and,  as  anywhere  else,  several 
hacks.   The  nice  thing  about  it,  of 
course,  is  that  I  can  pretty  well  avoid 
the  hacks  —  at  least  until  the  final 
reckoning  comes,  i.e.  the  comprehensives, 
which  come  at  the  very  end  of  the  ordeal. 
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It's  getting  late  and  the  thouf^.hts  are 
coming  Jiiov/ly.   I  have  one  request  — - 
I  think  I  mentioned  it  earlier  —  if 
you  could  pick  uu]5  a  Toronto  Ordo  and 
try  to  get  it  here  by  New  Year*   I'd 
be  very  grateful.  I'd  just  as  soon  be 
a  bit  un-canonical  as  try  to  folJ-ow  the 
sui-generis  type  of  a-Fioman  Catholicism 
wiiich  is  in  vogue  here.

I  heard  by  Michel  that  you  were  wonder- 
ing^ about  my  new  address.   I  was  very 
sorry  about  that  for  I  know  that  I  should 
have  writx^en  to  you  a  long  time  ago.  But 
on  the  other  hand  I  was  a  little  sur- 
prised for  I  sent  several  letters  over 
there  since  I  am  in  the  ililitary  Service. 
I  keep  up  writing  first  of  all  to  stay 
in  conmunication  v/ith  the  Gonu^unity  and 
then  to  try  to  keep  up  my  English  which 
is  getting  poor,  very  poor.  Mike  So- 
solski  senii  me  the  Basilian  Veacher 
which  I  read  with  great  interest. 

On  September  29,  I  was  appointed  at 
Tulle  in  a  Military  school.  I  am  veiy 
lucky  since  I  am  v/orking  with  boys.  I 
am  responsible  for  one  section  of  32 
boys  of  around  14  years  old.   One  by 
one  ohey  are  like  Angles,  but  when  in  a 
group  they  are  very  hard  to  manage.  The 
military  formation  is  terrible  and  I 
have  to  work  hard  to  show  them  what  is 
essenti:il  in  life.   I  surely  love  them 
in  spite  of  that  they  are  getting  on  my 
nerves  very  often,  but...  what  should  I 
exject  from  boys  of  14  years  old?  I 
need  to  be  patient,  tliat  is  all. 
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When  my  boys  are  in  classes  I  am  rel- 
atively free  so  that  almost  every  morn- 
ing I  can  go  to  I4ass«   The  Chaplain  is 
living  at  the  diocesan  seminary  and  says 
his  Mass  at  the  hour  v/hich  is  best  for 
us*  I  forgot  to  tell  you  that  in  the 
school  He  are  five  seminarians.  I  am 
continuously  living  /ith  one  of  them. 
The  three  others  are  scattered  in  the 
other  buildings  so  that  I  do  not  see 
them  very  often  except  the  morning  at 
Ilass.   I  can  assure  you  that  it  is  a 
great  consolation  to  liave  th  possibil- 
ity of  making  some  religious  exercises, 
for  the  Military  service  is  very  hard 
for  the  c>eminarians.  But  we  can  do  a 
good  job  among  the  soldiers  and  in  my 
case  amon^;  the  boys. 

Michel  is  not  as  lucky  as  I  am,  but  on 
his  last  letter,  however,  he  told  me 
that  he  has  finally  found  an  interest- 
ing job.  I  hope  he  will  stay  there  for 
a  long  time. 

'Jell,  Father,  I  will  ask  you  ag?in  to 
excuse  me  of  having  not  written  to  you 
before  today;  but  I  am  quite  busy,  and 
for  a  couple  of  weeks  I  am  prep-iring  a 
talk  on  Canada  for  next  week. 

Before  stopping  I  will  just  ask  you. 
Father,  to  remeiaber  ne  and  my  boys  in 
your  prayers.  Be  sure  I  do  not  forget 
you  and  all  the  confreres  in  mine. 
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Best  regards  to  all  the  confreres.

Fnther  Kennedy  (Vincent) 
sent  word  the  other  day  that  he  will  be 
hei^e  next  Wednesday,  bur  house  is 
getting:  bigger.  My  director  ^/ants  me 
to  chMn^:e  a  few  things  in  my  third 
chapter.  One  of  the  points  will  involve 
some  v/ork  so  I  only  hope  that  it  does 
not  eat  up  too  much  time. 

I  just  found  out  that  we  have  to  pub- 
lish 75  pages  of  the  thesis  before  we 
get  the  dei^ree.  Maybe  Gene  Ilally  could 
tell  me  v/hat  to  do  about  this.   I  was 
wondering  if  this  i:3  done  here  in  Rome 
or  after  I  get  back  home.  Tine  goes 
too  fast.  Next  week  Lent  begins. 

Well  Father,  I  should  stop  here  and  mail 
this  on  my  way  to  buy  a  nev/spaper  or 
God  knows  ehn  it  will  find  its  \my   to 
you.

The  collation  of  the  Ms.  is  going  slov/er 
than  I  expected  and  I  shall  probably 
have  spend  a  good  two  weeks  on  it  before 
going  to  Naples  to  do  the  second  one. 
After  that  I  have  to  do  a  third  one  at 
Assisi.   3o  I  shall  certainly  be  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Home  for  at  least  six 
weeks. 
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Archbi^  op  Lemieux  of  Ottawa  arrived 
here  Saturday  night.   I  had  a  talk  with 
him  yesterday  about  our  set-up  in 
Ottawa.   He  is  very  pleased  v/ith  the 
Oscar  Regan  appointment  and  cannot  say 
enough  about  John  Huth  as  a  pastor.

Dear  Father  Scollard: 

Your  letter  of  March  3  reached  rae  today. 
Thanks  for  the  news  and  the  minutes  of 
the  Council.  Glad  to  knov/  that  Father 
Louis  i^ondy  is  home.  You  and  he  will 
have  (iuite  a  time  uith  Father  George 
Flahiff  in  Europe,  Father  Hubert  Coughlin 
in  Texas  and  Father  Lee  Higgins  and  my- 
self av/ay. 

I  had  a  very  pleasant  ten  days  in  Naples 
and  at  Monte  Cassino.   The  trip  to 
Naples  was  very  much  worth  while  and  I 
found  a  fourth  manuscript  of  my  missal. 
Monte  Gassino  v/as  a  complete  fiasco.  I 
took  a  bus  from  Naples  and  arrived  there 
about  noon.   I  had  written  to  them  but 
I  do  not  know  yet  if  my  letter  has  ar- 
rived,  ihey  have  a  brand  new  monastery 
but  told  ne  that  there  was  no  furniture 
in  the  guest  rooms  so  I  had  to  rp   down 
again  to  the  town  of CAssino  and  get  a 
hotel  room.   I  took  the  bus  up  next 
morning  and  saw  three  manuscripts  but 
none  of  them  were  important.   One  of  the 
prie3ts  took  me  thru  the  place  and  it 
is  absolutely  fantastic  the  money  they 
have  spent  in  recreatinr^  the  old  Monas- 
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tery.  It  cost  millions  and  they  have 
400  rooms  but  only  25  priest  monks. 
After  the  ix)verty  I  saw  in  Naples,  I 
wonder  why I  The  Benedictine  priest  who 
was  ray  guide  said  all  the  money  came 
from  the  Italian  government  and  not  a 
cent  from  the  U.S.A.  I  just  do  not  be- 
lieve that.  Itiey  have  a  very  fine  lib- 
rary but  very  few  books.  Everything  was 
destroyed  in  the  bombing  except  the 
manuscripts  v/hich  had  been  sent  to  the 
Vatican.   (Not  even  a  copy  of  The  Saints 
of  the  Canon I) 

I  stayed  at  a  small  hotel  in  Naples 
which  was  on  the  American  Express  Credit 
Card  list.  The  bill  will  be  arriving 
in  Toronto  at  the  end  of  the  month.   It 
was  about  five  dollars  a  day  for  room 
and  board  which  is  very  good.   I  pay 
that  here  at  the  Canadian  College  and 
even  ^6.00  a  day  if  I  have  one  of  the 
bishop's  suites. 

No  progress  yftt  in  finding  any  of  your 
books.  The  Bliblioteca  Corsiniana 
where  I  am  workini;  in  xtome  has  the  most 
wonderful  collection  of  pa tri sties  and 
church  history,  Canon  Lavv,  etc.  but  I 
have  not  been  able  to  steal  any  as  yet. 
The  manuscript  on  which  I  am  vforking 
once  belonged  to  the  Basilians  at  Grot- 
toferalta.  I  was  out  there  tv/o  weeks 
ago  today  and  I  asked  the  librarian  how 
one  their  manuscripts  got  to  the  Corsin- 
iana Library.  He  said,  "The  Corsini  and 
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the  Orsini  Gtole  most  of  our  manuscripts." 
Too  bad  I  cannot  do  likewise. 

The  Basilians  here  are  fine.  Andy  Mal- 
oney  is  doim;  fine;  he  knows  more  Ital- 
ian than  all  the  o1?hers  anci  only  v/ent 
the  one  Sunday  to  say  ffeiss  on  the  Papal 
Mass  car.  That  was  why  he  did  not  coffle 
on  our  trip  to  Orvieto.  Terry  McLaugh- 
lin is  ex]3ected  Wednesday.  I  am  going 
to  Assisi  this  week.

After  finishing  my  letter  to  you,  I 
went  up  to  Santa  Sabina  to  see  Father 
Browne,  the  Master  General  of  the  Domin- 
icans.  He  was  ill  so  I  only  saw  his 
secretai^".  On  ray  way  back  I  was  in  a 
very  crowded  bus  and  a  pickpocket  ap- 
parently relieved  me  of  ray  bil-L-fold. 
I  only  had  about  five  dollars  in  it  but 
it  contained  my  credit  card,  my  driver •s 
license  and  my  birth-certificate.   .<hen 
I  got  home  and  realized  it  was  gone,  I 
went  at  once  to  the  "Questura  Homana" 
or  PolioB  Headquarters.   They  took  down 
ray  statement  in  quintuplicate  but  ray 
credit  card  is  till  raisaing.   I  have 
reported  the  loss  to  the  American  Ex- 
press and  they  are  cabling  New  York  — 
at  my  expense  —  to  have  it  replaced. 
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In  the  meantime^  I  shall  not  starve 
but  it  nay  prove  embarassing  should  it 
take  some  v/eeks  to  get  a  new  one.   I 
am  told  that  the  theif  will  not  dare 
use  it  since  he  Virould  have  to  show  a 
passport.  Thank  the  Good  Lord  my  pass- 
port is  safe  and  ray  travel-checks.  I  am 
getting  some  ribbing  about  the  incident 
and  it  is  a  bit  ironical  that  it  should 
happen  to  rae;  after  all  I  have  travelled 
more  than  even  Father  E.J.  McCorkell 
and  I  never  had  ray  pocket  picked  until 
yesterday,  iihould  some  unsual  bills 
arrive  in  Toronto,  such  as  a  champagne 
party  at  the  Hitz,  you  can  deny  their 
legality  cind  we  will  carry  the  matter 
to  the  supreme  Gout  of  Canada  if 
necessary.

Terry  cabled 
for  the  money  as  it  left  me  broke  and 
owing  Terry  ^125.   It  cost  me  $40  for  a 
pint  of  Italian  blood.  My  blood  type 
is  rare:  Type  B  v/ith  RH  factor.   In  any 
case  I  can  now  claim  to  have  Italian 
blood  in  my  veins.' 
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I  am  leaving  here  April  9th  for  Vienna 
and  then  to  Munich  on  the  11th.

Dear  Father  Scollard: 

Received  youi'  letter  today  at  the  Amer- 
ican Express •  Thanks  for  the  news.  I 
had  heard  about  John  J.  Kelly  going  to 
Texas.   I  gues.s  I  am  needed  around  there 
to  protect  Holy  Hosar^^  Parish.   It  is  a 
darn  shame  to  take  Kelly  out  of  there. 

I  sent  you  by  slow  mail  —  registered 
—  the  hospital  bills.   I  did  not  want 
to  take  a  ch:mGe  on  losing  them  if  there 
is  any  chance  of  getting  a  refund  from 
Blue  Gross. 

I  had  two  days  in  the  National  library 
in  Vienna  and  two  days  here  at  the  Staats- 
Bibliotek.  I  saw  a  total  of  twelve 
manuscripts  but  failed  to  turn  up  any- 
thing of  value.  Leaving  for  Paris  to- 
morrov/  and  shall  go  dov/n  to  Annonay 
for  a  few  days.   I  expect  to  cut  down 
my  time  in  Paris  and  London  anti  fly 
back  about  May  1st.  The  ulcer  is  not 
bothering  rae  but  it  is  hard  to  get  the 
proper  food  and  I  am  not  anxious  for 
any  further  trouble.   Perhaps  the  food 
will  be  better  in  Paris  and  London. 

Stan  Kutz  and   John  McGee  are  well.  Both 
are  helping  out  the  chaplain  of  the 
American  Array  here.  McGee  is  a  bit  down 
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about  his  failure  but  claims  he  got  a 
rav/  aeal.  He  is  not  crazy  about  Father 
Bondy*s  order  to  go  b  ack  to  Innsbruck 
and  sit  in  on  lectures  for  the  rest  of 
the  year.  Kutz  had  the  use  of  a  chap- 
lain's Buick  so  we  really  saw  Munich  and 
the  vicinity.  It  v/as  a  very  pleasant 
stay  here.   I  ara  enclosing  copies  of 
the  bills  for:  Naples,  Vienna  and  Munich- 
i'here  will  be  more  from  Paris  and  London.

I  think  that  I  am  also  indebted  to  you 
for  the  first  fev/  things  that  v/ere  for- 
warded to  rae,  cheifly  a  couple  of  Easter 
caras  and  a  letter  of  Mrs.  Michener's. 
Thanks  again.  The  copy  of  the  revised 
Novitiate  Rule  has  not  yet  reached  me, 
but  I  have  already  left  instructions 
that  it  should  be  kept  here,  if  it  comes 
after  my  departure  on  Thursday  (April 
16).  I  can  assure  you  that  your  resume 
of  the  news   is  far  more  welcome   and  far 
more  v/orthv/hile  than  the  Overseas  Edition 
of  the  Globe  and  Tfoil  that  they  receive 
here  each  week.  News  in  the  latter  is 
much  too  general,  although,  as  a  paper, 
I  think  it  may  have  more  merit  than  the 
daily;  it  is  a  little  like  the  New  York 
Times'  News  of  the  v^orld  in  the  Sunday 
Edition.   At  least,  I  did  learn  there 
of  Father  Keane's  death.  The  diocese 
has  had  its  losses,  altliough  neither  he 
nor  Father  Lanphier  was  counted  on  for 
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further  service.  ?}»utk8  for  the  word 
about  Frank  Lally»s  father  and,  of 
course,  for  all  the  news  about  Assump- 
tion, furnishings  for  the  novitiate, 
negogiations  re  St.  Michael *s  College 
School  properties,  etc.  The  observations 
of  the  Ukrainian  Bishop  of  .Stamford 
throws  some  light  on  the  delays  all 
right;  you  can't  help  but  vender  if  the 
Bishop's  keen  interest  in  the  boy  wasn't 
post  factum.  They  do  not  seem  to  pay 
much  attention  to  what  Pope  Pius  XII  had 
to  say  in  the  part  of  Sedes  Sapientiae 
dealing-  with  vocations  where  he  stated 
tlmt,  when  a  vocation  is  clearly  to  a 
clerical  religious  congregation,  one 
must  not  try  to  divert  him  to  the  secular 
clergy  and  vice  versa,  etc.  I  suppose 
you  could  always  argue  as  to  what  is 
clearly  a  vocation.  As  far  as  I  am 
concerned,  we   can  only  leave  the  whole 
matter  in  the  Good  Lord's  hands,  even 
if  others  under  the  bishop's  jurisdic- 
tion apply.   Perhaps  he  will  regard  Mr. 
Pasnak's  heart  condition  as  a  visitation 
upon  us  for  li^nving  taken  him.  That  is 
too  bad;  try  to  see  that  v/e  have  as 
exact  a  report  as  possible  by  the  latter 
part  of  {4ay.  I  hope  that  Father  Francis 
Grescoviak's  indisposition  is  not  too 
serious;  we  need  him.  Is  his  discourage- 
ment merely  about  his  ovm  health  or 
does  he  worry  about  the  x'esults  of  his 
work?  The  latter  have  always  seemdd 
good. 
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You  sound  as  though  you  were  quite  as  up- 
set as  I  was  in  regard  to  news  about  B'^er 
Vincent  Kennedy.  Tiy  experience  was  sim- 
ilar. Thirteen  days  after  the  trouble  in 
Assisi,  I  got  my  first  intimation  of  it 
when  Don  0' Gorman  received  a  card  frora 
Charlie  Principe  v/ho,  among  other  things, 
mentioned  that  Father  Kennedy  was  in  the 
hospital  after  having  been  brought  frora 
Assisi.  I  had  to  ^/«rite  to  Rome  myself 
to  get  any  information.  I  don't  know  who 
is  at  fault,  but  such  apparent  secrecy 
does  not  help  the  cause.  It  may  be  that 
they  did  not  know  where  to  reacli  me,  be- 
tv/een  Paris,  Jack  i,/arren's  place  and  A\n- 
nonay,  although  I  had  indicated  my  itin- 
erary fairly  well.  I  have  already  writ- 
ten to  Father  Kennedy  making  certain  ob- 
servations; since  I  am  going  to  Rome,  I 
thought  it  better  to  speak  to  them  there 
when  I  am  on  the  spot. 

I  found  Don  0' Gorman  definitely  over- 
worked, yet  not  too  badly  off  physically. 
His  thesis  \;ill  obviously  be  a  good  one 
and  the  delay  in  finishing  is  due  to  new 
things  that  v/ere  discovered.  I  finally 
advised  him  to  leave  the  defence  over 
until  next  year,  to  take  things  a  bit 
easier  right  now  and  then  see  a  bit  of 
France  before  coning  home;  he  has  seen 
practicfiliy  nothing  after  a  v/hole  year 
over  here;  for  a  Professor  of  French, 
that  just  v/on't  do. 

At  Paris,  I  did  little  more  than  talk 
with  Don  and  visit  places  that  used  to  be 
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well  knov/n.  Hov/ever,  I  did  manage  lunch 
with  Professor  Gilson  who  is  rounding 
into  good  shape  again.   I  also  got  to 
Chrtres  to  see  M.  Loire  about  the  v;indow. 
As  Father  Hubert  Goughlin  maY   have  told 
you,  there  have  been  son  chan^^es  —  not 
too  modeni,  but  certainly  less  "pictural" 
than  the  design  that  he  first  submitted. 
I  am  convinced  nevertheless  t^iat  we  shall 
have  a  very  beautiful  window.  Loire  him- 
self is  even  quite  excited  about  it.   In 
any  case,  thy  visit  x^o   Ghartres  was  de- 
lightful. 

Jack  uarren  is  doing  great  work  in  the 
Air  Force.  I  stayed  some  three  days  with 
him  as  guest  of  the  lioyal  Canadian  Air 
Force,  met  a  good  many  of  his  "parishion- 
ers" and  visited  a  bit  of  the  surrounding 
country  with  him.  He  is  very  happy;  that 
is  evident,  yet  liis  interest  in  the 
Corariunity's  doings  is  still  keen.  A  young 
part-time  chaplain  (O.It.I.  from  Edmonton) 
comes  to  help  him  on^undays. 

The  three  here  at  Annonay  are  all  highly 
esteemed  by  staff,  pupils,  local  clergy 
and  oeople,  from  what  I  can  judge.   It 
is  obvious,  too,  that  the  College  enjoys 
a  good  reputation.  Don't  look  for  im- 
mediate vocations;  it  'will  take  av*iile 
to  solidify  their  position,  but  I  think 
the  vocations  will  come.  Father  Antoine 
Epitalon  has  slipped  a  lot  since  the  last 
time  I  was  here;  he  now  has  trouble  with 
his  legs  and  can  walk  but  very  little. 
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Father  Maaet  is  about  the  same  as  when  I 
last  saw  him.  The  others  are  as  healthy 
as  can  be.  I  do  not  think  there  will  be 
any  rash  of  heart  attacks  here;  they  take 
everything  pretty  calmly.  Father  Reno 
Robert  will  give  you  v/ord  soon  about  the 
retreat-pr^eacher;  the  one  he  wants  has  been 
away  and,  tliough  he  tried  again  the  other 
day,  he  cannot  get  final  v/ord.  I  have 
found  no  copies  of  ilelisio^s  Rules  as  yet; 
I  guess  most  booksellers  are  not  particu- 
larly interested  ih  that  kind  of  literv^ture. 
Thanks  for  Lee  Higgins'  address. 

The  confreres  send  best  regards,  especially 
the  three  expatriates.  Both  Jacques  and 
Michel  were  here  over  last  weekend,  getting 
a  |>erraission  for  the  occasion.  They  do 
not  3.ike  their  military  service,  but  they 
accept  it;  both  look  well  but  Fdche  Deglene 
seems  to  have  one  trouble  after  anotlier. 
Regards  to  all  in  the  Gurial  House  and 
Seminary.  Thanks  again  and  God  bless  you.

Just  received  some  news  that  I  have  been 
waiting  for  for  some  time,  namely  that  I 
got  my  degree  on  June  13th.

Dear  Father, 

I  intended  to  answer  your  letter  from 
Annonay.  Neither  "your"  letter  nor 
any  other  ever  got  off  the  pad.  oo  go 
the  holidays  here.  Hov/ever,  I  hope 
that  by  nov^^  the  Eudist  examen  book  has 
reached  you.   I  nailed  it  about  Dec. 
22nd. 

As  you  v/ill  see  from  the  booklet,  the 
Eudists*  examen  exercise  is  a  time  of 
vocal  prayer  (litanies  etc.)  with  a 
few  moments  for  meditation  on  the  vir- 
tues in  the  life  of  Christ  rather  than 
an  '^examination  of  conscience*'.  Their 
attention  is  focussed  more  on  the  pos- 
itive than  on  the  negative,  as  you 
have  concluded.   I  only  repeat  here 
what  the  Superior  said  so  as  to  cor- 
roborate v/hat  you  found. 

There  is  no  good  edition  of  the  works 
of  St.  John  Eudes  in  print.  The  last 
edition  of  his  Qeuvres  Completes  (Beau- 
chesne  et  Cie,  Hue  de  Rennes  117, 
Paris,  190ii)  is  exhausted,  and  the 
Superior  here  says  his  works  need  re- 
editing.   Incidentally,  there  are  notes 
on  the  examen  method  in  this  edition. 

I  haven't  visited  LetWelleux  yet,  but  I 
shall  do  soosoon.  Don  and  I  had  a 
pleasant  stay  at  Annonay.  Don  and  I 
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both  left  here  on  the  23rd,  so  we  cel- 
ebrated the  feast  v/ith  the  confreres.

He  talks 
more  pessimistically  than  he  really 
feels  (he  confesses  himself),  but  he 
is  goin^  through  the  throes  of  creation 
right  now.  Don't  tell  anyone.

she  has  merited  a  quick  entry  into 
Heaven.

I  forgot  to  say  that  next  week  I  shall 
be  taking  the  religion  classes  in  the 
tv/o  schools  (Grade  and  High)  to  teach 
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the  pupils  the  Latin  responses  and  to 
give  them  a  course  on  the  f'fess.   I  am 
aiminsi;  to  turn  out  a  good  crop  of 
people  who  can  actively  and  intellig- 
ently take  part  in  the  Holy  ^-»acrifice. 

I  also  forgot  to  mention  that  I  had 
been  to  Trier  (two  hours'  drive)  twice 
to  viev/  the  iiobe.  Once  privately,  and 
the  second  drive  with  about  fifty  of 
our  people.  It  v/as  a  joint  pilgrimage 
represented  by  all  the  Air  x'^orce  bases 
here,  and  we  had  an  excellent  turnout. 
I  had  the  privilege  of  saying  the  Mass 
for  our  group  at  St.  Matthias  Church, 
one  of  the  olnest  in  Germany  and  where 
the  body  of  the  apostle  ilatthias  is 
buried,   ^'he  number  of  people  who  have 
gone  to  Trier  this  summer  is  almost  un- 
believable. The  Kobe  is  in  a  i^lass  case, 
is  seamless  and  appears  to  be  made  of  a 
coarse  material;  it  is  short-sleeved 
and  also  short  in  length,  and  so  looks 
as  if  it  must  have  been  worn  under  a 
larger  tunic.  lieedless  to  say,  we  were 
all  duly  impressed. 

It  seems  to  me  you  asked  some  time  ago 
for  a  picture  of  our  chapel.  I  deliber- 
ately didn't  send  one,  since  I  am  not 
frightfully  pix)ud  of  the  building.  The 
interior  is  quite  good,  if  small;  at 
least,  it  is  fairly  well  appointed.  But, 
the  general  lay-out  and  the  exterior  ap- 
pearance leave  much  to  be  desired.   I 
have  always  claimed  that  it  must  have 
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been  planned  by  a  French  Goflununist  who 
hates  the  church.  The  plans  have  no 
room  for  confessional  cuoir  nor  office, 
so  some  make- shifting  had  to  be  under- 
taken. My  living  quarters  are  part  of 
the  building,  beiiind  the  altar:  living 
room,  bed-roora  and  bath.   However,  our 
former  CO,  v/ho  left  in  June,  ordered, 
as  one  of  his  last  official  acts,  new 
quarters  for  rae  in  a  building  behind 
the  chapel.  Our  offices  are  already 
established  in  it,  and  the  painters  are 
working;  on  the  living  quarters  which 
are  imnediately  next  to  ray  office.  I 
shall  hitive  a  lar^^er  living-room,  kitchen 
complete,  bath  and  bed-room. 

The  Protestant  chaplains  are  t'^oinf!]  ^o 
start  bugging  all  and  sundry  for  a 
qhapel  building  at  the  Married  Quarters. 
^hey  are  loc:ited  Ikl  miles  away,  and 
thus  it  is  very  awkward  with  nothing 
there  in  the  v;ay  of  chapel  facilities; 
at  present  I  use  the  staff  room  in  the 
kindergarten  school;  it  seats  110  in  a 
pinch,  but  the  second  Mass  on  iiunday 
is  always  overcrowded  v/ith  at  least  125 
to  160.  Two  /'lasses  on  the  Base,  at 
11:00  and  12:30  easily  take  care  of  our 
needs  there  —  the  chapel  seats  13 5 • 
kVith  four  ;4asses  I  have  to  have  help  on 
Sunday,  and  it  is  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  people  and  myself,  ./hen  I  arrived 
we  had  one  I^ss  at  the  Married  .quarters 
and  one  here;  needless  to  say,  both  were 
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overcrov/ded.  Goni'essions  before  Jiass 
delayed  starting.  Since  getting  help, 
Conuiunions  have  trebled  (or  tripled?) ; 
that  was  the  main  reason,  really,  for 
getting  an  extra  man  on  ^unday. 

If  I  can  get  a  decent  picture  —  exter- 
ior and  interior  —  of  the  chapel,  I'll 
send  it  along.  I  hope  it  will  inspire 
the  serainaricins  priests  to  say  an  extra 
prayer  for  us,  especially  for  the  inten- 
tion of  getting  the  fallen-aways  back 
and  for  a  chapel  for  the  families.

vi'ith  an  apology  for  the  dealy,  I  include 
the   information  ana  picture  for  the 
Annals,  The  picture  needs  a  bit  of  ex- 
planation since  it  is  the  main  cause  of 
the  dealy.   No  picture  v/as  available 
from  our  amateur  photographervS  among 
the  confreres.   I  had  to  contact  the 
School  Board  Office  and  these  in  turn 
had  to  go   one  ste,3  back  to  the  Archi- 
tect,  v/here  this  one  comes  from,  only 
God  knov^s-   Because  of  four  trees  in 
front  of  the  classroom  wing  of  the 
school  (part  of  one  tree  is  showing)  it 
is  very  difficult  to  get  a  good  picture 
of  the  front  showing  the  rather  impres- 
sive main  entrance.   The  enclosed  photo 
is  of  the  east  side  sriowing  the  two 
students'  entrances.   I  wish  I  could 
have  gotten  something  showing  the  front. 
However,  this  v/ill  give  the  confreres  a 
little  idea  of  our  beautiful  set-up. 

Although  regretting:  the  one  casualty, 
it  is  encouraging  to  hear  that  Father 
John  O'Loane  is  pleased  v/ith  the  Alberta 
delegation.   Really,  Bob  Bourque  had 
been  shaky  all  along.   Shortly  before  I 
left  for  Edmonton  last  June,  Bob  Bourque 
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came  to  the  house  one  evening.  This 
was  the  first  time  we  had  gotten  to- 
gether regarding  his  entering  the  novi- 
tiate. (He  v/as  Father  Coil's  and  I  had 
deliberately  steered  clear. )   He  left 
me  ;d.th  the  impression  that  the  decision 
had  not  been  entirely  his  own.  To  el- 
aborate v/ould  be  unfair  to  hira  and  to 
others  concerned.   I  pray  that  the 
others  v/ill  stay. 

It  is  early  to  predict  things  for  next 
year,  already  I  am  working  v/ith  two  — 
both  very  fine  boys  and  good  students. 
The  Christian  Brothers  at  St.  Joseph's 
College  in  i^dmonton  suggested  to  me

Sorri^  for  the  delay  in  ansv/ering  your 
letter  requesting  information  for  the 
Annals.  I  have  been  working  at  a  Gor- 
responcence  Lecture  series  for  the 
University  and  also  preparing  a  talk 
for  the  Newraan  Aulmni  for  last  night , 
so  that  there  has  not  been  much  time. 

Father  henry  Carr*s  sister,  I4rs.  ^^atch, 
has  been  here  for  a  month,  leaving  just 
yesterday,  ohe  and  her  friend,  I^lrs. 
Morgan,  had  all  of  us  down  to  the  Van- 
couver Hotel  for  a  dinner  a  couple  of 
weeks  ago.  u)unday  chey  came  up  here  to 
hear  Father  Owen  Lee  play  the  piano 
that  Inrs*   ^atch  donated  to  the  College 
last  year. 

Father  Lee  spent  ten  days  in  Berkeley, 
California,  to  v;ork  in  the  library  of 
the  University  of  California  in  order 
to  gather  material  for  hir  thesis  on 
the  Orpheus  Myth  in  Literature. 

Father  James  Keon  seems  to  be  enjoying 
his  work  at  3aint  Paulas  Hospital  Nur- 
sing School.

Dear  Bob: 

Thanks  for  your  letter  of  October  23. 
I  gather  that  both  the  Alberta  matric- 
ulation and  teacher  qualifications  are 
unkno^m  quantities  to  the  people  in 
A^oronto.  The  novices  you  name  should 
have  produced  their  grade  XII  trans- 
cripts by  now.  If  they  have  not,  they 
should  be  asked  to  write  the  Department 
of  Education,  Examination  Branch,  Edmon- 
ton, for  official  copies.   One  dollar 
per  transcript  v/ill  be  needed.  Edmonton 
will  only  sup  >ly  these  to  the  holder  of 
the  credits  or  to  an  official  education- 
al institution.  Roughly  for  matricul- 
ation one  hundred  credits  are  needed 
and  50/^  in  each  01'  the  six  grade  XII 
subjects  with  a  general  grade  XII  aver- 
age of  60^  or  better.  Michael  Cooney, 
r/iliiam  Fih'her  and  Bruce  Mc^^onald  have 
their  matric^  Patrick  Kelly  lacks 
credit  of  50;^  in  French. 

I  fear  that  the  Alberta  matriculation 
does  not  prepare  boys  for  advanced  v/ork 
in  eastern  unviersities.  vuite  possibly 
real  potential  voulci  be  handicapped  in 
the  early  years  of  honor  courses.  If 
some  courses,  even  senior  ma trie,  could 
be  taken  in  either  first  year  with  trans- 
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fer  to  an  honor  coui^se  after  it,  their 
real  abilities  might  emerge. 

Fisher  and  McDonald  sliould  be  good  stu- 
dents. Kelly  is  a  worker  and  vfill  likely 
produce  when  he  finds  his  bearings. 
Cooney  is  clever  but  in  our  experience 
needs  constant  pushing.   Possibly  he 
has  matured  since  he  left  us. 

I  am  toying  with  the  idea  of  visiting 
Toronto  at  Christmas  to  plead  for  staff 
for  next  year  and  look  in  on  the  Christ- 
mas Conference.  V»e  are  fifty-fifty  here 
now  —  Basili:ms  and  lay  teachers  —  and 
I  fear  we  are  in  danger  of  becoming  a 
Basilian  School  in  name  only. 

Where  is  the  man  on  the  Council  whom  I 
was  asked  to  support  as  high  schoolrep- 
resentative?  The  only  time  we  heard 
from  him  was  with  a  request  to  peddle 
something. 

Hope  to  see  you  soon.

No,  I  haven't  forgotten  your  requests 
made   in  your  letter  of  November  20. 
Father  Charles  Roume  and  I  are  working 
on  the  inform.it ion  in  our  spare  time, 
though  it  may  be  Christmas  or  after  be- 
fore we  have  gathered  enough  to  make 
it  worthv/hile  v/riting. 

Research  of  that  kind  is  very  time- 
consuming,  as  little  or  no  order  exists 
in  the  archives  here.  Father  lioume 
has  at  least  classified  them  more  or 
less  according  to  importance  but  de- 
tails such  as  you  have  asked  for  have 
to  be  du^^  out  of  personal  letters  where 
reference  is  only  made  in  passing,  as 
it  were,  to  the  numbertj  of  confreres 
in  a  particular  house,  etc.   And  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  guess-v/ork  has  to  be 
used  in  distinguishing  between  confreres 
and  diocesan  helpers,  jiven  the  super- 
iors in  those  aays  didn't  bother  to 
specify  just  who  was  who;  that  was  taken 
for  granted,  everybody  should  know  the 
different  members  oi  the  family.   If 
it  v/ere  all  on  index  cards  in  smart 
metal  cabinets,  v/e  could  have  you  com- 
plete and  up  to  date  in  no  time,  but 
such  is  far  from  being  the  case,  even 
in  modem  France,  let  alone  that  of 
Flaubert  and  Balzac,  Tourvieille  and 
Malbos. 
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And  that  brings  me  to  this  manuscript 
which  Father  Houme  apparently  promised 
to  send  Father  Laurence  i^hook  some  time 
ago,  a  statement  of  the  financial  status 
of  the  comniunity  in  i'oronto  in  IB 56, 
made  out  by  tl^i  bursar,  F.  Malbos,  and 
the  superior,  ?.  ^oulerin,  addressed  to 
the  superior  here,  P.  Aourvieille.   He 
thought  it  v/ould  be  of  more  interest 
to  you  than  to  the  house  here.   He  also 
found  an  old  graduating  diploma,  18 $7, 
vjtiich  he  thought  you  might  be  interested 
in  seeing,  made  out  to  a  certain  Lucien 
Raffard,  from  3erriftres,  a  tovm  in  the 
Rlione  Valley  about  ten  miles  from  An- 
nonay.  liaffard  is  still  a  common  name 
in  these  parts. 

Ue  can  furnish  the  petition  to  the 
Bishop  of  Mende,  v;hich  you  rec^uested  in 
a  letter  to  Jally,  but  not  the  one  made 
to  the  Holy  ^ee  for  the  decretum  laudis 
183^.   -i^'his  latter  has  been  lost, 
though  perhaps  a  copy  of  it  might  still 
be  preserved  in  the  archives  of  the 
cora;iunity  in  aome. 

Tomorrow,  Thursday  aftei:*noon.  Father 
^K)ume  and  I  plan  to  drive  to  the  original 
parinhey  of  Fathers  Jean  Vallon  and  Henri 
Martinesche,  v/hich  aren't  more  than  about 
20  or  25  miles  av/ay.   But  I  don't  know 
what  luck  v/e»ll  have.   Neither  parish 
has  a  residing  jjastor,  vso  we'll  have  to 
do  some  scouting  around  to  find  the  key 
to  the  sacrir.ty  or  the  rectory,  wherever 
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the  records  are  kept.   I'll  keep  you 
posted. 

So  the  Basilians  were  snubbed  in  Lindsay. 
Who  was  the  cad?  I'll  b^ve  ray  revenge 
at  an  opportune  moment,  v/hen  he  least 
expects  it. 

Thursday,  December  3,  we  took  our  "minor 
seminarians*'  (I  raean  those  of  our  stu- 
dents vfho  have  expressed  a  wish  to  study 
for  the  priesthooed,  21)  to  Notre  Dame 
d'Ay  for  an  afternoon  of  fun,  prayer  and 
reflection.
